Sensational Turn Is Tak- 
en After Condemnation 
of Wiring by Electrician 
Hendricks. 


As the Fulton county grand jury, 


investigating charges of corruption j., 


and graft at the city hall, bore into 
reports of perjury and concealment 
of evidence Friday, a new avenue of 
investigation was opened up to -it 
when a formal request for a probe of 
the affairs of Pat H. Hendricks, city 
electrician, was made in a letter to 
W. Rawson Collier, the grand jurf 


foreman. 
George Bradford, presidént of the 


Electro Construction Company, elec- 
trical contractors on the new city 
hall, Friday dispatched to Mr. Col- 
lier a lengthy communication in which 
he charged that Hendricks was 
using his office to oust out-of-town 
contractors for the benefit of local 


firms. ; 

The paper writtem by Bradford cited 
several alleged instances of discrep- 
ancies which Bradford charged Hen- 
dricks overlooked in his capacity as 
head of Atlanta’s electrical affairs 
cause the Hendricks electrical com- 
pany was involved as a contractor. 

This sensational turn was the after- 
math of condemnation | of electrical 
wiring installed in the new municipal 
building, made Thursday by Hen- 
dricks before members of the electric 
. lights committee of council. 

Though Mr. Collier had not re- 
ceived the Bradford letter Friday 
_ night and would make no comment 
on it, it was definitely learned that 
the grand jury already has gone into 
some activities of the city electrician s 
office. Nothing definite concerning 
this phase of the investigation has 
been given out but the office of Mr. 
Hendricks was not listed in those it 
was announced the grand jury was 
not to investigate, leaving it to be 
inferred that it was being investi- 


gated. 
Perjury Probed. : 


With 8 or 10 of the 15 witnesses | 


summoned for appearance Friday, per-

Charging Pat Hendricks, city elec- 
trician, with misrepresentation of 
facts and unfair treatment of out-of- 
town concerns, George Bradford, pres- 
ident of the Electro Construction 
Company, sub-contracting firm mak- 
ing electrical installations on the new 
$1,000,000 city hall, Friday answered 
complaint of Hendricks that the work 
is faulty and not in compliance, with 
specifications by addressing an open 
letter to Mayor I. N. Ragsdale and 
general council. 

In-.addition to taking the city elec- 
trician to task for a statement that 
Hendricks understood that the com- 
pany had closed its Atlanta office and 
left town, Bradford further charged 
the official with using his office to 
force so-called “out-of-town” con- 
tractors to Yeave Atlanta. He an- 
nounced that he has instructed his at- 
torney to prepare a libel suit against 
Hendricks for saying his office had 
been closed. : 

Will Meet Specifications. 

At the same time, John A. Mc- 
Donald, president of the National 
Construction Company, issued a state- 


ment declaring that the borough 
would not be asked to accept’ the 
building until the specifications are 
complied with in every respect— 
“even if we have to spend $100,000 
to comply.” 

Another development during the day 
was an informal inspection of the 
building by Hendricks and Council- 
man 4V. C. Jenkins, chairman of the 
electric lights committee of council. 

The Bradford letter to the mayor 
also complains that three large out- 
of-town concerns have left the city be- 
cause of alleged discriminatory meth- 
ods of Hendricks and in another com- 
munication to the National Construc- 
tion Company pledges the Electro 
company to stand staunchly behind 
the contract and see that every stip- 
ulation is met. Both communications 
carry claims that the Electro com- 
pany asked for inspection by Hen- 
dricks’ office several times, but that 


it was denied. Bradford asked that. 


the Southeastern Underwriters’ Asso- 
cration make an inspection. 

Mr. Hendricks was adamant in his 
position that the installations are not 
up to specifications arfd that in 
many instances they violate the bor- 
ough and the underwriters’ codes. 

“We realize that the city should 
look to us to protect it against any 
failure of sub-contractors to perform

Hoover Knew Nothing of 
Speech in Advance.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.— (United 
News.)—One of President Hoover's 
advisers told congfess today that a 
combination of prohibition and home 
brew would solve the liquor program. 

Representative Franklin Fort, re- 
publican, New Jersey, who resigned a 
few days ago as secretary of the re- 
publican national committee, told in a 
carefully prepared speech which some 
regarded as a “trial balloon”, that 
homebrewing, in his opinion, was 
legal. He. suggested amendment of 


the Volstead act to clarify the home- | 


brew situation, however. 

Fort condemned commercial liquor 
traffic, and recited economic and 
ethical benefits of prohibition. He 
abjuted the anti-prohibitionists to be 


“ood sports.” Prohibition is here to 
stay, and the saloon has vanished 
forever, he»saidu ee 

Fort pointed out that light wines 
and ciders, “non-intoxicating in 
fact,” may be made in the home to 
one’s “heart’s content.” He admitted 
there was some doubt about home- 
brew, and that the act nfight need 
clarification on that point, but other- 
wise he. said: 

“To those who want abstinence to 
follow prohibition, may I suggest that 
they leave enforcement to the officers 
of the law and return to the kind 
of educational work so splendidly done 
for so many years by the W. C. T. U. 
and the Father Matthew T. A. B. 8. 

Make, Don’t Buy. 

“To those who want beer and light 
wines, I suggest that they forego 
the wish to buy and be content with 
what they make, but above and be- 
yond all that they be good sports. 
They have made their fight and lost 
—lost to a combination of two mighty 
tendencies of the age—the economical 
and ethical reorganizajion of the 
American people.” 

George Akerson, the president's sec- 
retary, said Mr. Hoover knew nothing 
of Fort’s speech in advance. Fort 
later issued’ a formal statement to 
the same effect. Fort, who Was one 
of Mr. Hooyer’s campaign managers, 
is from one of the wettest states in 
the Union, and another New Jersey 
representative, Lehlback, republican, 
will answer him tomorrow. 

Prohibition Commissioner Doran's 
only comment was that Fort’s speech 
was “interesting.” His 2,500 agents 
have not been prosecuting home-brew- 
ers since former Representative John 
Philip Hill, of Baltimore, challenged 
the government to arrest him for home 
brewing. Hill won a jury acquittal. 

Non-Intoxicants. 


Fort’s argument for legality of 
home-brewing is based on the sup- 
position that light wines and _ beer 
are not included in the one-half of 
1 per cent alcoholic content definition 
of intoxicating liquor in the Vol- 
stead act. The section providing that 
no penalties shall be inflicted for the 
manufacture. of non-intoxicating bev- 
erages, he said, seems to permit mak- 
ing of beverages containing more than 
this. percentage, but they must be 
“non-intoxicating in fact.” 

The question of intoxicability is 
thus put up to a jury, as it was in 
the Hill case. 3 

“Many people who make liquor@in 
their own homes fool themselves into 
thinking they are violating the. law, 
under this interpretation, Fort said. 

Fort was not alarmed by reports 
of excessive drinking among the youth. 
“If you are worried about the de- 
pravity of modern youth,” he told the 
crowded house chamber, “just go off 
in a quiet corner and think about your 
own. And yet most of us are fairly 
decent citizens now.” 

He noted that the prohibition con- 
troversy is becoming more difficult to 
judge calmly as the battle waxes, and 
hoped that the house would not judge 
him a fanatic on the subject. ‘To 
me,” he said, “a dead black or a pure 
white is exceedingly rare, and there 
are countless shades of gray between. 
Personally my record is that I be- 
gan the use of liquor asa beverage 
when a boy of 18, feeling its use to 
a social necessity, a quit at 42, 
feeling its discontinuance to be. 
social duty.” : 

He would hot have voted for pro- 
hibition in 1920, he said, but he has 
changed his opinion since. 

“A horse could go home with a 
drunken driver, but a railroad train, 
a trolley car or an automobile might 
not.” he warned.

Cotton Chairman’s State- 
ment Cost Millions, Har- 


ris and George Say.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Chair- 


_man Alexander Legge, of the federal 
farm board, today found himself the 
target of a scathing two-hour attack 
on the floor of the senate for having 
delivered what was described as a 
loose-jointed statement on cotton 
which’ yesterday had the effect of 
breaking prices $1.50 to $2 per bale 
on the New York exchange. 

The attack was led by Senators 


of Georgia, but before consideration 


practically every representative of the 
cotton states had joined in the castiga- 
tion. While the discussion was at its 
peak one suggestion was heard from 
the floor that thé sub-committee of 
the senate agricultural committee, 
which is now investigating cotton 
marketing conditions, might inquire 
into the Legge statement and its ef- 
fect upon the market. 

As the chamber met at noon nearly 
a dozen southern senators were on 
hand prepared to denounce the farm 
board chairman’s action, but it re- 
mained for Senator Harris to open 
the discussion by calling attention to 
the Legge. statement and the conse- 
quent market break. The board chair- 
man, he said, had caused a loss of 
$50,000,000 to holders of eotton by 
declaring that the federal *¢farm or- 


just now beginning to function, had 
no intention of “buying cotton or any 
other commodity at any pfice.” 

This, in substance, was the inflam- 
matory statement formally credited to 
farm board chairman, although at the 
time of its delivery yesterday it was 
embellished somewhat. 

Chairman Legge had been asked to 
comment on published reports that the 
giant new cotton marketing agency, 
now being set up in the south, was 
planning to launch a program for the 
acquisition of a large quantity of cot- 
ton and hold for improved prices. The 
published reports had stated that or- 
ganizers of the giant marketing agen- 
cy believed the program would have 
the effect of increasing the value of 
cotton from $10 to $25 per bale on 
the exchange. 


Report Garbled, Claim. 


In framing his query, however, the 
newspaperman or ticker representa- 
tive, according to the chairman, gar- 
bled the report and asked whether the 
new cotton marketing agency or the 
farm board itself “was going to buy 
several million bales of cotton at from 
$20 to $25 a. bale above the market 
price.” The reply of Chairman Legge's 
which went out. over press and ticker 
wires yesterday and which was seized 
upon by bears to depress prices was 
that the farm board “would not do 
anything as foolish as that.” 

eclaring that the Legge statement 
“déBerves the closest scrutiny,” Sen- 
ator George pointed out that it. cdr- 
ried no significance for him to say 
that the board itself planned to buy 
no cotton. He insisted that the chair-

NEAR, HEAD SAYS 


‘Unless Aid Is Given, 39| 


Societies Will Be Thrown

Without immediate and substantial 
financial help, the Atlanta Community 
Chest, through which 39 societies of 
social service and relief are main- 
tained, will collapse and its benefici- 
aries will be thrown upon the mercy 
of the public, members of the execu- 
tive committee of the Chest asserted 
Friday after a meeting on the desper- 
ate financial situation. 


A formal statement addressed to the 
public was given out as follows, ex-.| 


plaining the situation and its alterna- 
tives: 

What Shall Be Done With Chest? 

“The Chest and the societies it sup- 
ports face a crisis. It asked for $480,- 
000 in the campaign, an amount neces- 
sary to finance the societies and to 
pay the indebtedness in 1930. It is 
$110,000 short of this goal. Manifest- 
ly, therefore, the Chest and its socie- 
ties cannot function sucsessfully _on 
the money pledged even if every dollar 
were collected. 

“To add to the difficulty of continu- 
ing welfare work this year the city 
council of the city of Atlanta has 
withdrawn its direct support of $49,- 
700 from the sixteen Chest agencies 


engaged in family relief, child care, | 


the help of the aged, incurable, and 
unprotected girls. We earnestly peti- 
tion that this action be rescinded. 

“In addition to this deprivation the 
county appropriation of $90,000 for 
1929 has been unpaid since August 1, 
1929, entailing retrenchment, inability 


to give relief, uncertainty and indebt- 
edness on the part of the sixteen so- 
cieties in the Chest to which these 
appropriations and contributions are 
directly made. Moreover, although the 
county commissioners have made an 
appropriation of $90,000 to the socie- 
ties for 1930, thee societies do not 
know that this sum can be counted on. 

“The appropriations of the city and 
county te the relief agencies in the 
Chest amount to, city $49,700, county 
$90,000, a total of $139,700. This sum 
is outside of and in addition to the 
sum raised and appropriated by the 

est. 

“Since these amounts are not in- 
cluded in the Chest and cannot be 
supplied by Chest funds, the non- 
payment or withdrawal of city and 
county appropriations necessitates the 
stoppage of relief and service to a 
considerable number of unfortunate 
people who derive all or a part of 
their support from. various’ social 
agencies, 

“The Chest owes the societies the 
appropriation for January, 1930, 
amounting to $22,028, 

Indebtedness of $50,000. 

“The Chest is carrying an indebted- 
ness of $50,000 contracted from a 
previous adininistration. This sum 
was. paid the societies but not col- 
lected on pledges made in the period 
named. 

“The public should understand and 
realize that the crisis the Chest faces 
in supporting relief and welfare work 
is not of its own making. The Chest 
has 20,000 givers who are contribut- 
ing $370,000 throughout 1930. -This 
is not enough to sustain the 89 agen- 
cies in the Chest. But the non-pay- 
ment and withdrawal of county and 
city appropriations has made the con- 
dition acute, Unless these amounts 
are paid or guaranteed by the city 
and county and more money is given 
the Chest, the doors of the societies 
will be closed. This disaster cannot 
be contemplated by the thoughtful, 
compassionate people of this great 
community.

Berlin Trial Reveals Forgery

BERLIN, Jan. 31.—(/)—Trial “of 
two men in the so-called Chervonetz 
counterfeiting case has developed over- 


night in an expose of sensational al- 
leged international forgeries in which 
the Russian soviet government is the 
principal figure. 

Counsel for the two men declared 
that the soviet politbureau (ore of the 
governing bodies of the U. 8. S. R.) 
decided two years ago to forge British 
pound notes and dollar notes of the 
United States for distribution if these 
powers intervened in a Russian war 
against China. 

Many alleged details of actual so- 
viet forgeries were listed by the de- 
fense counsel in a statement which 
said the counterfeited notes were man- 
ufactured in the soviets own printing 
house in Lenigrad and in a Russian city 
on the Don river. 
these notes were put into circulation 
in Europe and in Asia.

Attempt at Jail Delivery

‘Star Spangled Banner’ Fight 


PATRIOTIC ORGANIZATIONS DESCEND UPON CAPITAL 


Stirred by Notes of Anthem 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—(/)— 
The stirring notes of the “Star Span- 
gled Banner,” sung by two sopranos, 
rang today in the house judiciary com- 
mittee room and echoed through the 
long corridors of the house office 
building as a group of patriotic organ- 
izations descended upon the capitol 
to urge congress to adopt officially as 
America’s national anthem the now 
famous song of Francis Scott Key. 

Although the song, inspired by the 
staunch defense of Fort McHenry, at 
Baltimore, against the the British 
fleet in the: War of 1812, now is re 
garded through custom as the official 
anthem to which a mighty nation 
stands at attention, congress never for- 
mally has made it so. 

The effort of the patriotic societies 
today was directed to that end. They 
urged approval of the Linthicum bill 
which would authorize this action. For 
years Representative Linthicum, of 
Maryland, has sponsored the measure 
without success. 

The two sopranos who sang the song 
were Mrs. Elsie Jorss-Reilley, of 
Washington, and Mrs. Grace Evelyn 
Boudlin, of Baltimore. It also was 
played by the navy band. The wom- 
en sought to demonstrate to thé com- 
mittee that singing of the song was

To meet the objections that the song 
is too hard to sing signature of 5,000 
musicians of the Musicians’ Mutual 
Protective Union were included in the 
petition, which Joyce said would be 
20 times as long had he had more time 
to work on it.

Proud of Building. 

“Our company will not ask the city 
to accepf an inferior building under 
any conditions. We have attempted 
to erect a structure of which this com- 
pany as well as Atlanta might be 
proud #nd we intend to see that it 
complies with’ every stipulation even 
if we have to spend $100,000 in mak- 
ingSit do so. We are not electrical 
engineers, but are general contractors. 
We knew nothing of the complaint 
against the electrical installations un- 
til we read of it in the newspapers, 
but we do not intend to side step our 
responsibility in the slightest degree.” 

Members of the special city hall 
committee of council are slated to 
make an inspection of the building at 
11 o'clock this morning. Accompany- 
ing them will be Mr. Hendricks, G. 
Lloyd Preacher,. architect for the 


Mayor I. N. Ragsdale, and probably 
Mr. McDonald and Mr. Bradford. 
’ Bradford’s Letter. 

Text of Mr. Bradford’s letter to 
the.mayor and council follows: 

We are enclosing a clipping out of The 
Atianta Constitution, under date of dJan- 
uary 81, quoting a statement by Mr, Hen- 
dricks, city electrician, which is our first 
notice that he has made an inspection of 
the Atlanta city hall. It is customary 
for an inspector to notify the contractor 
of any so-called defects and not publish it 
in the newspaper. 

Since Mr. Hendricks took office as city 
electrician, there has* been some. contro- 
versy between him and seyeral electrical 
contractors, termed ‘‘out-of-town’’ contrac- 
tors by Mr. Hendricks, who do not. belong 
to the Atlanta Electrical Contractors Asso- 
ciation, Some time during the month of 
January, 1928, or approximately that time, 
there was an injunction taken out by sev- 
eral electrical contractors in the city of At- 
lanta against the J. Livingston Company, 
the Howard P, Foley Company, the Whit- 
more Electric Company and the HBlectro 
Construction Company, to prevent them from 
operating in the city of Atlanta, making 
various charges against the above-mentioned 
companies, but this injunction was dismissed 
at the request of the plaintiff. 

Mr. Hendricks then took it upon himself 
to serve the above-mentioned firms with a 
written notice that they had five days to take 
their examination under him, or else cease 
business, with the threat of arresting their 
mem if they did not comply with his de- 
mand, Part of the above-mentioned firms 
were forced to protect themselves by apply- 
ing for a temporary injunction against Mr, 
Hendricks and the city of Atlanta for in- 
terferirg with the operation of their busi- 
ness. This temporary injunction came to 
hearing, and a permanent injunction was 
issued against Mr. Hendricks and the city 
of Atlanta for interfering with the license 
of the above-mentioned firms, the court 
ruling that they had complied with all 
the laws and requirements of the city of 
Atlanta. 

Threats Laid to Hendricks. 

We have been advised that Mr. Hen- 
dricks made the statement that he would 
force ail out-of-town contractors out of 
Atianta. You will find that, during the 
hearing of the injunction, that Mr. Miller, 
of the J. Livingston Company, submitted 
affidavit that Mr. Hendricks advised him 
to complete the Shrine job and then get 
out of town. The Howard P: Foley Com- 
pany, one of the best known electrical con- 
tractors in the United States, has closed 
their office in Atlanta. The Whitmore Elec- 
trie Company have closed their office in 
Atlanta. The J. Livingston Company have 
completed thelr work and closed their At- 
lanta office. We are the only remaining 
of the so-called ‘‘ont-of-town’’ contractors 
trying to operate in the city of Atlanta. 

We are advised that Mr. Hendricks did 
not make inspection of the Shrine mosqne 
until it was completed, or the Rhodes-Hav- 
erty building or the Howard theater, the 
last two jobs being executed by the Sam 
Donelson Electric Company, with whom Mr. 
Hendricks also has had some controversy. 

Mr. Hendricks states that he has not 
been requested to inspect the new Atlanta 
city hall. We are inclosing a copy of the 
request for.insnection under date of Sep- 
tember 6, of which we mailed Mr. Howard 
C. McCutcheon a copy. We algo are in- 
closing a copy of Mr. Hendricks’ reply to 
us. There was then a meeting of the elec- 
trical committee called and Mr. Hendricks 
and Mr. Gann, the chairman of the elec- 
tric licht committee, came to my office and 
advised me that the job would be inspected. 
Mr. Hendricks did not notify us when he 
had inspected the job but issued a permit 
for the current to be cut on September 12. 

Under date of October 23, we requested 
of Mr. Hendricks again to make an insper- 
tion of the wiring in the new Atlanta city 
hall, copy of which we are inclosing here- 
with, and to which we have no reply. Un- 
der date of October 28, we again requested 
Mr. Hendricks to make inspection of the 
wiring in the new Atlanta city hall, copy 
of which we inclose, and to which we also 
have no reply. ' 

I belleve that our correspondence has 
proven clearly that he has had notice but 
neglected his duty. Furthermore, when 
Mr. Hendricks served the above mentioned 
notice on us that we had five days to take 
the examination or cease doing business, 
he either delivered or caused to be deliv- 
ered this letter to our superintendent on 
the city hall job. As he was aware of the 
fact that we were installing the electrical 
work in the new city hall, it was his duty 
as electrical inspector to leok up our permit 
at the time and, if he found no record of 
it, to eemmunicate with us, instead of 
making a statement in the paper, as he did 
then also. 


Turner Approved “Plans. 

He claims he had no permit on the job; 
and as it appeared to us then that the 
original permit for this electrical work had 
been misplaced or maliciously destroved, 
we procured an affidavit from R. C. Tur- 
ner that he had approved the plans and 
specifications and issued a permit on the 
new Atlanta city hall on November 23. 

He further states that the ele¢trical work 
is not up to the plans and specifications of 
the architect. This ts an absurd statement, 
as a condition of this nature could not ex- 
ist, this work being installed under the 
direct supervision of the architect’s inspec- 
tor who was on the job every day during 
its construction. Furthermore, we have the 
approval of the architect on all material in- 
stalled in the new Atlanta city hall with 
the exception of the wire, which matter 
was adjusted by the Atlanta general coun- 
cil and the John A. Roeblings’ Sons Co., 
through the National Construction Company, 

His statement that he understood we had 
closed our office in Atlanta: we can only 
brand as a deliberate falsehood on his part; 
in an effort to discredit us. 

We feel that Mr. Hendricks is not com- 
petent of rendering an wtwnbiased inspection 
as he is a competitor and undoubtedly 
prejudiced against ua. We are in position 
to show that the Hendricks Electric Com- 
pany installed some electrical work in Los 
Angeles avenue, N. B., which has violations 
of the National Electrical Code; navertheless 
Mr. Hendricks approved this installation 
_ allowed the current ‘to be put on this 


ob. 

Therefore, we are asking that the city 
of Atlanta have the Southeastern Under- 
writers’ Association make an inspection of 
the electrical wiring in the new Atlanta 


city hat. 
Letter to McDonald. 

Text of the Bradford letter to Mr. 
McDonald, president of the National 
Construction Company, is as follows: 

We notice an article in Atlanta - Con-

A dove hunt requires moral courage, sublime faith in Provi- 
dence, the ability to reload quickly and a shot-proof hide. One 
must arise at 4:45 o’clock, central time. That takes real forti- 
tude. One must ride ten miles in a Ford car at a speed of 60 
miles per hour over. greasy clay roads to get to the rendezvous 
before the doves and the sun. 


LINDY NOT IN IT. 

I rode with Roy Brown, the champion wing shot of Rochelle, 
who had a date with a bird, an old schoolmate of his, on the 
hill by. the dead pine tree. 

His piloting of that flivver made Lindbergh look like 

a timid old woman. I remember little about the ride. I 

was lost in the contemplation of eternity. 

The rest of the party in two other cars kept up with Roy. 
It seems to be the normal rate of progress in and around

Don’t dare try 
and hit that ball.” He was afraid of 
them hitting into double plays. 

Once, after, the infield had 
kicked three grounders and al- 
lowed the bases to be filled, the 
infielders called tn and asked if 
Cantillon wanted them to play 
in or move back. 

“Move back,” shouted Joe, “and 
keep moving back until you are out 
of the park.” 
: “ROD” NOT SPARED. 
Caatillon always held a morning 
meeting, calling the players together 
at 10 o’clock. If a player was ab- 
sent more than once Cantillon al- 
ways held out the meal money. 
“Pongo Joe” was never abus- 
ive. He used his sarcasm to get 
over his meaning. One of the 
best stories concerns his club 
when it was in a hitting slump. 

The boys went for days with no 

hits to speak of. Once one of 

the batters started to swing and 
checked his bat as it was over 
the plate. The ball fouled off. 

Cantillon went to the plate and 

said to the umpire, “Please ex- 

cuse him, he didn’t mean to 

do it.” . 

There are thousands of such stories 
Each game produced its quota. He 
will be missed from the game to which 
he gave so much of his life and his 
wit. He was one of the vanishing 
veterans of the old school. The game 
is not nearly so picturesque as it 
was when the old-timers were in there. 
One of the greatest. was “Pongo Joe.”

While serving as bat boy at Janes- 
ville, Joe studied baseball. He stud- 
ied‘ the styles of the dutstanding 
players. ‘Then he practiced. When 
his e¢hance came he was ready and 
he started as a player. 

With Greenbay of the old Wiscon- 
sin league, keen judgment and quick 
decisions as a player attracted the 
attention of club owners. Be became 
a manager, first at Burlington, Iowa, 
and then in succession at Dubuque, 
Iowa, Marinette, Wis., Rockford, II1., 
Oakland, Cal., and Dayton, Ohio. 

Then he umpired in the American 
league and later manager the Wash- 
ington Senators, the Minneapolis and 
the Little Rock clubs. In 1928 Can- 
tillon‘again scouted for the White 
Sox. This post he relinquished to 
serve as supervisor of umpires in 
the American association, a position 
which he held at his death. 

During his illness, scores of tele- 
grams and letters*poured into the Can- 
tillon home from men Joe had “dis- 
covered,” worked with, and worked 
for. Among others, he was credited 
with developing Walter Johnson and 
Rube Waddell. 

SELECTS HIS HOME. 

He was born -in Janesville, Wis., 
August 19, 1861. Until 20 years old, 
he had made his home wherever he 
happened to be. Then, one day, while 
on a boat trip down the Mississippi 
river, he noticed a house at Hickman, 
Ky., perched high on a bluff overlook- 
ing the Mississippi river. 

“That’s where I am going to live,” 
said Joe, making one of his famous

In the near fu- 
ture our gold exports may exceed our 
imports; but in the meantime we’ are 
gaining ‘gold contrary. to recent wide- 
spread predictions. 

Within the past year France has 
added $350,000,000 to her glod hold- 
ings, taking a large part of it from 
London aud most of the remainder 
from here. France was able te do -this 
by drawing home large balances held 
abroad. France wanted to strengthen 
her financial position at home for 
three reasons. She wanted to gain 
political prestige in pending negotia- 
tions with other countries. Next 
France has large refunding operations 
of her own to handle, in the not 
distant future. Finally, France now 
a creditor nation, expects to increase 


her power as a world financial center 
by floating in her markets loans to 
other countries. To do this it is nec- 
essary to make money cheap. The 
rediscount rate of 3 per cent is by far 
the lowest of- any central bank. 
Whether France with her large sup- 
ply of gold and abundance of easy 
money runs into the same sort of in- 
flation that we did in recent years re- 
mains to be seen.
